dinge their great prudence, in Phificke they 
baue {mal judgement, Wherfore ful wel knevr 
tie moſt ſapient, prudent and inuincible, late, 

famous king Henry the eight, with al hug hos 

rorable Parliament, who made an acre that 

rone ſhuld vie Phifick, but ſuch as were ſtudy 

ed & admitted by the vniuerſities ot the noble 

College of London,yer for lack of due ſenſors 

not put in execution effectually.
